Important changes In the matter of 


const rue t'ng state highways are likely 
to be made as a result of experiments 
being conducted by the Pennsylvania 
state highway department. These were 
begun two years ago. when It became 
apparent that under the stress of In- 
creasing automobile trafllo the ordi- 
nary standard macadam roads could 
not be kept In first class condition 
without expensive repairs. 


The various experiments have been 


made in the vicinity of Ilarrlsburg, In 
order to be frequently Inspected. Tbe 
llrst was a piece of road built on what 
Is called the penetration system In 
1908. 
Upon the usual foundation WAS 


placed a layer of crushed stone, half 
the thickness of that ordinarily used 
In macadam construction, and Into 
the Interstices was poured an as- 
phaltic oil containing about 80 per 
cent of asphalt. 
The surface of the 


road was then covered with dry stone 
screenings and the mass rolled. Al- 
though subjected to heavy traffic for 
over a year, the road shows but little 
evidence of wear and is nearly dustless.

bling the ordinary sheet asphalt pave-

flying the machine equipped as the 
Wright Bros, manufacture their ma- 
chines, it appears to the writer that 
the aviator or someone in charge was 
doing some experimenting on his own 
account. If they were experimenting, 
they should have done it off by them- 
selves, and not over the heads of fifty 
or sixty thousand people who had paid 
money to see the performance.

An adjourned iiicetiiiK of the council 


was held Monday evening, uHtenuibly 
for the purpose of investigating the 
charges made against Paul Lukaszevig, 
street commissioner, but these fell Hat, 
Mayor Walters announcing that altho 
he would not retract any of the charges

The mayor further stated that the 


street commissioner should get busy, 
that there are dozens and dozens of 
places on our streets where a few dol- 
lars rightly spent would put them in 
good condition, and this can be done 
without getting an order from 
the 


board of public works, and if necessary 
will not be refused. 
The mud holes 


near the west end of the Jordan road 
should be filled at once. 


Aid. Abb joined in the discussion and 


said that in all his travels he had not 
seen streets that are in as deplorable a 
condition as some of ours. 
They are 


something fierce, he said, and he would 
like to know why they ar» not kept 
cleaner. 
The mayor said he agreed 


with the alderman, and advocated the 
hiring of an additional man, the cost 
to be not over $200 per year more. 


City Atty. Owen said he did not know 


whom this criticism was meant for, 
but the board now have three men 
cleaning streets, keeping them in or- 
dinary good condition, but if the work 
was done at night instead of in the day. 
he did not know but what it would be 
better. 
He further stated that Mr. 


Lukaszevig had done better work dur- 
ing the past two months than before. 
Comptroller Cunneen said that the third 
man as strtet cleaner would commence 
the next day.

The street commissioner's salary 
was deducted from the date of his sus- 
pension until the present, on motion of 
Aid. McDonald. The matter of procur- 
ing garbage cans, more wheel scrapers, 
and waste paper receptacles was left to 
a committee consisting of Aid. Schenk, 
Port and Scribner. 


Lon Myers spoke of the improved 


condition of back alleys, and the fact 
that people are more anxious than ever 
before to keep them so, and willing to 
pay for the work. Aid. Schenk stated 
that he believed the streets of Stevens 
Point would compare with any city in 
the country, and then the council ad- 
journed.

Rate Making in Chicago. 


The Metropolis of the Wett Hat • 


Problem on Its Handt in the Mu- 


r.iclpal Regulation of Corporations 
That Will Tax Its Best Efforts 


to Satisfactorily Solve. 


Two interesting contributions to the 


Bubj.-ot of Municipal Regulation of 
Publi^ Service Corporations have re- 
cently appeared 
One of these was 


by Henry C. Morris in the July num- 
ber of The World Today, and the oth- 
r v>as by Alderman William J. Prin- 
gle, in The Voter. 


Mr 
Morris in his article tells of 


(ho investigations made by coinmls- 
si'ms cf experts employed by the city 
of Chit-ago into the subject of tele- 
phono charges, and from the report of 
these experts shows that the rates 
charged by the company under the 
present ordinance are $900,000 a year j 
less il.an they should be. 
In view of i 


this fact—a fact proven by the city's 
experts—Mr. Morris asks: 


"Will the council have the courage 


and fairness to increase rates where 
they are found to be too low. and if 
PO, will the public sustain the city 
council in doing so?" 


Aldprman Pringle is the chairman 


of the council sub-committee that is 
now attempting to regulate the tele- | 
phone service problem in Chicago, 
and his article in The Voter may be ' 
taken as an answer to that of Mr. 
Morris, and he replies in the affirma- 
tive in practically all cases. 


The whole principle of municipal 


regulation will be on trial in Chicago 
durina; 'he next three or four months, 
dining which time the telephone rates j 
will he discussed aiid arranged for a j 
five-year period, and not only is Chi- | 
cago interested in the subject, but the ' 
ei:tiro country, for the reason that the | 
handling of the question in Chicago I 
will f-et the pace in other communities. | 


Referring to the report made by the 


commission of experts. Mr. Morris 
says • 


'These gentlemen spent some two 


years in their examination of the 
books and accounts of the Chicago 
Telephone Company, and their report, 
as -""nmitted to the city controller, 
undoubtedly presents the results of a 
thorough investigation of its opera- 
tions. It divides the service furnished 
by the corporation into twenty-six 
classes 
On eight of them it appears 


there are annual surplus earnings of 
$535,112, while on the other items 
there is a shortage of $1,443,646, leav- J 
ing a net deficit of $908,533." 


Mr. Pringle, in The Voter, begins 


his article with a statement of the 
growth of the telephone service in 
Chicago which shows the following:

Continuing Mr. Pringle says: 
'"The ordinance under which the Chi- 


cago Telephone company is now op- 
erating was passed by the Chicago 
city council on November 6, 1907. 
This Is a contract ordinance, and is 
fomplex: in 
its nature 
and terms. 


Among other things, the ordinance 
provides that the city council may re- 
vise the telephone rates for the dif- 
ferent classes of service after two and 
a half years from the time of the 
passage of the ordinance; the end of 
the two and a half years was reached 
on June 6. 1910. 
It i« further pro- 


vided that, after tbe first revision, the 
city council may revise rates from 
time to time, surh revision to take j 
place not oftener than once in five 
years 
Tr.der the terms of the or- 


dinan1 e the city council is also given 
the ncht under paragraph seven to 
Tiroee/ -,te and regulate methods of 
cor"]»" ins and collecting rate*, etc.

Its erdeavor to fix an equitable sys- 
tem of rate. 
A« «=oon as the report 


reached the committee,, a number of 
puljjic meetings were h<>ld. at which 


nsrs the r«r»ort was taken up for 


discussion. 
At these 
meeting* ap- 


peared certain representatives of tb* 
telephone company, among them B. E. 
Sunny, president, and A. S. Hlbbard. 
general manager. Alter a full hear- 
ing before the committee It wag de- 
cided by the committee that, while 
the report was very helpful and re- 
flected credit on Its compilers. It waa 
not full enough and complete enough 
to afford the committee sufficient data 
on which to proceed at once to rate 
making. 


"A preliminary survey of the field 


IB being made from an analysis of the 
company's Income accounts and bal- 
ance sheets for each year of its op- 
eration. These show or should »how 
the earnings from operation and the 
income from sources other than op- 
eration, for each of the sources of 
revenue, and the operating expenses 
In detail, covering the expenditures 
for labor and supplies for each of the 
major divisions of operation, such as 
exchange service, wire plant expense, 
traffic, general expenses, taxes, etc. 
Tbe income account will be carried 
out so as to show the deductions from 
net earning^ for interest on funded 
Indebtedness, on 
floating indebted- 


ness, appropriations to reserves and 
for construction, dividends, etc., to 
the final surplus for the year. 
The 


balance sheets will be analyzed to 
show in detail the company's assets 
and liabilities. 


"It will be necessary to obtain, for 


the purpose of this investigation, the 
cost of the company's plant used and 
useful in furnishing 
the 
telephone 


service in Chicago. This can be ob- 
tained largely from a review of the 
construction 
stages 
of 
the 
plant 


shown by the vouchers since the first 
year of the company's existence. The 
cost of furnishing service with this 
plant will be obtained from an analy- 
sis of the company's operating ex- 
penses for a reasonable period—prob- 
ably two years—which will likewise 
be obtained from the vouchers and 
original records of the company. 


"The telephone company was re- 


quested to provide a place where its 
books of record and vouchers could 
be analy/ed with the least inconven- 
ience to it. and a large, well-lighted 
room v. as set aside for this purpose in 
the company's building. Those en- ! 
gaged in the work have found it nee- ' 
essary to make many requests for j 
company records and explanations of i 
book entries, all of which, up to this j 
time, have been met with frankness ! 
and-a generous spirit of co-operation, j 


"A few weeks ago an article relating i 


to telephone revision was given space | 
in the World of Today, a well-edited J 
magazine published in Chicago 
The i 


keynote of the article seemed to be a ' 
query as to whether the members of 
the committee would have sufficient 
stamina and Intelligence to enable 
them to be fair to the telephone com- 
pany. 
The writer also noticed an 


article similar in tone in Telephony, 
a technical publication, largely de- 
voted to telephone matters. We have 
also noticed the suggestion cropping 
out in one or two other places. The 
writer feels sure that there is no 
very good reason why the general 
public should be impressed with this 
point of view; there has not been 
much in the past that would cause 
one to believe that the Chicago Tele- 
phone company and other telephone 
companies are not able to successful- 
ly care for their own Interests; they 
have capable men who are very loyal 
to the interests of the company. 


"In the past it has never been es- 


pecially difficult to get representatives 
of gox-ernment to be fair to public 
utility 
corporations. 
There always 


has been considerable concern as to 
whether the representatives of gov- 
ernment would be able to be entirely 
fair to the general public. In this 
particular instance there is no oc- 
casion for worry. This investigation 
is to determine all the facts and con- 
ditions with prejudice to no Interest. 
If the findings warrant an increase, 
this must be allowed. If they show 
a reasonable return on the actual in- 
vestment, an Increase In rates would 
be unfair to the people of Chicago. If 
the difficulty lies in an Incorrect dis- 
tribution of the operating expenses 
over the different classes of service, 
or rates of an unscientific character, 
this should be adjusted for the benefit 
of the service 
The thoroughness of 


the work and the judicial temper of 
fairness of the community and the 
people of Chicago should not be ques- 
tioned unMl occasion therefor arises. 


"Whether public .service corpora- 


tion? "Vvild submit to regulation by 
the public is no longer a mooted ques- 
tion. Logic and current history are d«-

HARDY RATIONS FOR HORSES 


System of Feeding That Keeps Ani- 


mals Healthy and Vigorous— 


Excellent Combination. 


A gentleman engaged extensively In 


the lumber business in the north has 
a larye number of horses which he 
feeds by system which makes 
and 


keeps them healthy, hardy and rigor- 
ous. 


In feeding them he cuts the hay 


and grinds the oats; the hay being 
well soaked with water 14 hours be- 
fore it is fed. A little bran is added 
to the ground oats and this mixed 
meal is then mixed with the hay. 


The feed is given morning 
and 


night, oats alone being fed at noon. 


The ration per head a day is ten 


pounds of the hay, ten pounds ground 
oats and one pound of 
bran, with 


eight pounds of dry oats fed at noon. 
During seven years of such feeding 
the lumberman has not lost a single 
horse, while previous to that he often 
lost one from some digestive disor- 
der. 


Horses on the farm would not re- 


quire such heavy feeding, but the com- 
bination of food and manner of feeding ! 
could be followed by farmers with 
profit. 


The illustration shows an effective 


metho.l of arranging a fence that will 
pre'.Pir 'lops and other animals from 
jumping o\er same, as well as 
the 


farm animals from reaching over the 


Dog-proof Fence. 


fence into crops that grow in fields J 
next to the pasture lot. As illustrated, 
short length of 2 by 4 inch scantlings 
are nailed to the top of the posts 
at right angles to same. These should 
project at least one foot on each side 
of post; the barbed wire is then eas- 
ily strung and fastened to these cross 
pieces, making a fence that will even 
discourage the small boy from at- 
tempting to climb same.
